Demonstration  Given.

Liming  Alfalfa. 

In  an  experiment  in  liming  alfal¬ 
fa  on  the  State  Teachers  College 
farm  conducted  jointly  by  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Missouri  and  the  State 
Teachers  College  nine-tenths  tons 
more  alfalfa  per  acre  was  grown  on 
limed  plots  during  the  season  than 
on  unlimed  plots.  Ground  lime¬ 
stone  Avas  applied  at  the  rate  of  3,- 
00  pounds  per  acre  four  years  ago. 
This  Avas  on  a  silt  loam  of  consid¬ 
erable  fertility. 

Lime  may  be  applied  as  quick¬ 
lime,  air-slacked  lime,  or  ar  ground 
limestone,  however,  the  latter  is  the 
cheapest  and  Avill  last  longer  tho 
not  so  active  as  the  other  forms  of 
lime.  The  benefit  from  ground  lime¬ 
stone  is  not  so  apparent  until  the 
second  or  third  season.  From  one 
and  one-half  to  tAvo  tons  of  ground 
limestone  applied  once  every  G  or  7 
years  should  be  sufficient  for  the 
average  soil,  but  it  depends  upon 
the  acidity  and  fertility  of  the  soil. 

Alfalfa  may  be  groAvn  on  an  acid 
soil  provided  it  is  fertile,  but  if  the 
acidity  is  very  strong,  lime  will  be 
beneficial  or  even  necessary.  Mar¬ 
shall  Silt  Loam  in  this  county 
sometimes  is  acid,  yet  it  av i  1 1  grow 
alfalfa  Avithout  liming. 

One  method  of  determining  soil 
acidity  is  by  the  litmus  paper  test, 
which  consists  of  placing  blue  lit¬ 
mus  paper  betAveen  tAvo  pieces  of 
moist  soil  and  pressing  the  soil 
firmly  against  the  paper.  Tf  the 
paper  turns  pink  after  frve  or  ten 
minutes,  the  soil  is  acid  Avoid 
touching  the  paper  or  the  soil  with 
the  hands  as  there  may  be  acid  on 
them.  Tho  this  is  a  simple  test,  it 
is  not  always  satisfactory  in  the 
hands  of  the  beginner.  The  test 
shows  the  soil  acidity,  but  does  not 
shoAv  the  amount  of  lime  necessary 
to  correct  the  acidity. 

The  State  Teachers  Gollege  will 
teist  soils  for  acidity  and  determine 
the  amount  of  lime  necessary  to 
correct  the  acidity,  for  any  farmers 
in  the  district  Avanting  such  a  test 
made.  The  State  University  like- 
Avise  does  this  Avork  gratis. 

It  should  he  remembered  that 
soil  acidity  is  not  the  only  difficul¬ 
ty  experienced  in  growing  alfalfa. 
A  well-drained  soil  with  a  subsoil 
that  the  roots  can  penetrate  is  a  re¬ 
quisite.  Where  alfalfa  has  not 
been  grown  before,  inoculation  is 
necessary.  Inoculation  may  be  with 
soil  from  a  field  successfully  grow¬ 
ing  alfalfa,  or  with  artificial  bac¬ 
teria  cultures;  the  latter  may  be 
secured  at  cost  from  the  University 
of  Missouri.
